The Collins party quickly 
returned the fire arid one of the at­ 
tackers was captured. 
A revolver and a bomb were found 
on him.

ed by the sheriff, when 
they have 
honey to purchase supplies. 
At the 
time of the first inspection the sher­ 
iff was maintaining a private board­ 
ing table for those 
prisoners 
who 
were able to pay the extra amount. 
This has been discontinued. Due al­ 
lowance must be made in the com­ 
plaint as to the food for the natural 
criticism that always exists under a 
compulsory diet. 
It is doubtful if 
any institution houses inmates com­ 
pletely sstisfled with 
the food. 
In 
this case the resentment was bitter 
enough to cause the 
prisoners 
to 
complain even in the presence of the 
¡deputy sheriff. Whether justified or 
not. this complaint merits investiga­ 
tion by local authorities.
